Fire Prevention Week, October 8 to 14 


FIRE PREVENTION IS 
EVERYBODY'S JOB .. . 

Throughout the year, fire strikes an aver¬ 
age of 170 Canadian homes every day. 

Every 15 hours, fire takes a life somewhere 
in Canada. 

And, the tragic thing about these fires is 
that thousands of them could have been avoid¬ 
ed. They should never have happened! 

It is as a reminder of this fact that the 
nation is observing Fire Prevention Week 
from October 8 to 14. 

Nearly one-fourth of all fires in this coun¬ 
try are caused by matches and careless smok¬ 
ing, according to the Canadian Underwriters' 
Association; another 20 per cent are the result 
of misuse of electrical equipment. 

Simply by using care with matches and 
lighted cigarettes, cigars end pipes, we can 
hold down our vast fire toll. * 

By keeping matches away from children 
we can prevent them from starting fires. 

By making sure that all of our electrical 
appliances are in good repair, we can reduce 
the possibility of fire still further. 

These are some of the truths being stressed 
during Fire Prevention Week this year. 

Fire Prevention Week always falls in the 
week containing October 9th, for it was on that 
day in 1871 that the Great Chicago Fire broke 
out. The Chicago fire took 250 lives and de¬ 
stroyed 17,430 buildings and other property 
worth $175,000,000. In terms of today's con¬ 
struction costs, the Chicago property damage 
would have rqn into billions! 

The Great Chicago Fire, in addition to be¬ 
ing tragic and costly, had one constructive fa¬ 
cet - it made North America fire conscious. 

Eventually, it brought recognition of the 
need for a concerted national fire prevention 
effort. 

Each year the Queen, by proclamation sets 
aside the week containing October 9th, as Fire 
Prevention Week in Canada. 

Last year, in this country of ours. Fire 
took the lives of over 560 persons, with over 
230 of these being children. 

Fire losses in Canada have exceeded $ 124,- 
000,000 for the second year in a row, with the 
total climbing substantially each year. 

It is to the interest of all to re-dedicate our¬ 
selves to the never-ending crusade against Fire

CBC and Advertising 



It was surprising that the CBC sent out to 
newspapers a boastful press release announc¬ 
ing that they had sold the winter TV schedule 
in record time. 

CBC once looked down its long nose at com¬ 
mercialism, but now seems to be bragging of 
its zeal in this connection. The release is not 
likely to please editors of newspapers which 
see subsidized TV eating into their own legiti¬ 
mate revenues. 

There is something else quite questionable 
about the CBC's boast of quick and effective 
selling. The story carefully avoided mention¬ 
ing that the sales success was due, in part at 
least, to an important change in policy. 

The change is a strange one. CBC sales¬ 
men no longer insist that a big advertiser take 
some Canadian material if he wants a big

Another thing that makes the CBC's boast 
somewhat hollow is the fact that its competi¬ 
tor, the forthcoming private network, CTV, is 
abiding by the old rule, that a sponsor who 
wants an American show, must also invest 
something in a Canadian show. Surely it is 
strange that the private network, which must 
raise its own revenues, should be the one to 
carry the ball for Canadianism, when CBC s 
very existence hinges on the public desire for 
the development of Canadian talent. 

What is the BBG doing about this? Surely 
the least it can do is to ask the CBC at a public 
hearing why it abandoned the policy of requir¬ 
ing advertisers to do some Canadian broad¬ 
casting along with their American shows! 

If it cannot give a good answer, the poli¬ 
ticians would surely wonder if they aren't sub¬ 
sidizing the wrong network.

30 or 40 miles an hour was a sat¬ 
isfactory speed for most drivers, 
one who preferred to drive at a 
faster clip had little difficulty in 
passing a line of slow cars. 

Today, when 60 miles an hour is 
normal' the fast driver has to ac¬ 
celerate to 80 to use the passing 
lane on a three-lane highway, and 
if another fast driver is doing the 
same thing in the opposite direc¬ 
tion, the two cars approach at a 
speed of 160 miles an hour. It fol¬ 
lows that a careful fast driver 
cannot safely pass the cars in 
front of him if another car is in 
sight coming towards him. 

As an added hazard, the middle 
lane is likely to be clogged with 
slow cars, in spite of the signs 
restricting its use to passing only. 

The divided four-lane highway 
was an improvement when it was 
introduced, since it eliminated the 
danger of meeting cars. In the¬ 
ory, slow traffic should keep to 


tne outer lane, leaving the inner 
lane for the speedy. In practice, 
the slow drivers fill both lanes. 

Now there are a few six-lane 
roads, and they may become more 
common. One would be safe in 
betting that every Sunday in the 
summer all six lanes will be block¬ 
ed by jalopies jogging happily 
along at 30 miles an hour.

Here are some other facts com¬ 
piled by the B. C. Automobile As¬ 
sociation in the mounting highway 
slaughter: 

Most accidents happen from 
October through December with 
coincidence of darkness and the 
hours of heavy travel. 

More than half of all deaths oc¬ 
cur in night accidents. 

Between 6:00 and 7:00 p.m. is 
the most dangerous hour. 

Three out of four accidents oc¬ 
cur in clear weather, on dry 
roads. Adverse weather seems 
to induce drivers and pedestri¬ 
ans to exercise extra caution on 
the road. 

Regarding causes of accidents, 
speed too fast for conditions con¬ 
tinues an important factor, but 
many other factors are involved- 
driver errors, drinking drivers, in¬ 
adequate roads and streets.

The name of the town of Gimli, 
on the western shore of Lake Win¬ 
nipeg, in Manitoba, is Icelandic for 
“the great hall of heaven.”

Gimli was one of a series of Ice¬ 
landic settlements known as New 
Iceland, established on the west¬ 
ern shore of the lake in that year.

At that time the area was 
part of the Northwest Territories 
and during the years 1878 - 1887 it 
was a self-governing unit according 
to its own constitution.

A Saucy 
Dish 

Many people consider asparagus 
the aristocrat of vegetables because 
of its delicate taste and noble lin¬ 
eage — It's a cousin of the orchid. 
A spring perennial, asparagus takes 


at least three years from seeding to 

become edible, but It makes up for 
this slow growth by sprouting as 
rapidly as ten inches a day. It is 
(or this reason that asparagus must 
be quickly hand-harvested to catch 
the stalks at their tenderest. A ma¬ 
ture asparagus plant can yield as 
often as 6 times during the grow 4 
ing season. 

There are many delectable ways 
of preparing this succulent sprout— 
either as a separate vegetable or as 
part of a “meal-jn-a-dish”, such as 
this recipe for Egg and Asparagus 
Casserole. 

Hard boiled eggs and cooked as¬ 
paragus are arranged in the bot¬ 
tom of a pie plate and topped by a 
zippy curry flavored sauce. 

A sprinkling of buttered crumbs 
on the sauce adds a crisp note, In 
contrast to the softer texture of 
the casserole. Serve the casserole 
with heated, crusty bread and a 
tomato salad for supper, or as a 
company luncheon dish. Frozen as¬ 
paragus makes a most satisfactory 
substitute when fresh asparagus is 
not in season. 

Egg and Asparagus Casserole 

(Yield—3 servings), 
four eggs 

one pound fresh asparagus tor 1 
pkge. approximately 10 ounces, 
frozen asparagus, 
quarter cup finely chopped onion 
three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, heated 
two tablespoons flour 
half teaspoon salt 
one eighth teaspoon pepper 
quarter teaspoon curry powder 
one cup milk 

one cup coarse soft white bread 
crumbs 

one tablespoon butter or margar¬ 
ine, melted 

Hard cook, shell and cut the eggs 
into quarters. Trim and thoroughly 
wash fresh asparagus, if being used 
—cover and cook it in a small 
amount of salted boiling water un¬ 
til tender; drain thoroughly. If fro¬ 
zen asparagus us being used, cook 
it according to package directions. 
Pre-heat oven to 350 deg. F. (mod¬ 
erate) . 

Slowly fry onion in the three 
tablespoons heated butter or mar¬ 
garine until they are tender but 
not colored. Remove from heat and 
blend in flour, salt, pepper, curry 
powder and milk. Cook over low 
heat, stirring constantly until the 
sauce is smoothly thickened. Ar-

Survival Course For 
Crows Nest Pass 

Lieut. Bob Munson, officer com¬ 
manding the 31st Technical Sqdn. 
RCEME (M) Blairmore announced 
this week that four, six-week long 
survival courses are being plan¬ 
ned for the Crows Nest Pass to be 
conducted at the Blairmore arm¬ 
ories. 

Up to 60 persons will be accept¬ 
ed for each of the four courses, 
which will be held from November 
6 to December 17; from January' 
8 to February 18; from February 
26 to April 8 and from April 16 
!o May 27. 

The courses are to be operated 
on a full-time eight-hour, five-day 
per week basis and those persons 
taking the training will receive a 
basic rate of pay for a private or 
equivalent of $108.00 per month, 
plus a subsistence allowance of $65 
per month. 

Personnel will be paid once per 
week. The recruits will receive an 
issue of army clothing and equip¬ 
ment fur use during the course and 
.should they, after completing their 
survival training desire to remain 
in the militia they will retain the 
clothing and equipment. 

A recruiting drive in the Pass 
will get underway immediately and 
persons desiring to take part in 
the survival training may do so 
by contacting RCEME Sqdn. head¬ 
quarters in Blairmore, Monday 
through Friday or on Monday and 
Wednesday evenings at the armor¬ 
ies. Staff Sgt. Harry Lord will pro¬ 
vide any information necessary to 
persons wishing to take part in 
this fall and winter months scheme 

The training is in line with the 
government plan to train 100,000 
Canadians in survival skills. 

The training will be conducted in 
Blairmore in addition to the normal 
militia training, held on Wednes¬ 
day evenings. The training is open 
to all males from ages 18 to 50.
